To  the  Mayor,  Alderinen  and  Councillors  of  the 

Borough  of  Beverley, 

I have  the  honour  to'  submit  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  the  Public  Health  for  1962. 

Vital  Statistics. 

A summary  of  the  statistical  rates  is  given  on  page 
4 of  the  report  ; this  shows  that  both  the  Birth  Rate 
and  the  Death  Rate  have  increased  slightly  over  the 
previous  year.  It  will  be  noted  that  heart  disease  and 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  together  with 
cancer  are  the  most  common  causes  of  death.  Although 
the  number  of  deaths  from  other  types  of  cancer  is 
slightly  lower  than  last  year,  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung’  among  males  in  this  small  town  have  increased 
from  4 to  8;  the  trend  is  significant.  Another  rate 
which  shows  a marked  increase  is  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births  which  have  gone  up  from  4 to  13 ; 
this  increase  is  not  peculiar  to  Beverley  area,  but  is 
happening  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

Infectious  Disease. 

There  have  been  no  significant  outbreaks  of  in- 
fectious disease;  a few  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified 
and  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  investigated. 
However,  in  my  view,  these  figures  do  not  give  a true 
picture  of  the  amount  of  gastro-intestinal  infection  in 
the  community. 

No  confirmed  cases  of  poliomyelitis  have  been 
notified  since  1957,  the  year  after  immunisation  against 
])oliomyelitis  began. 

A few  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  come  to'  light  each 
year,  but  generally  speaking  this  disease  is  now  well 
controlled  and  regular  visits  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  play  a significant  part  in  this  work.  All  private 
firms  and  local  government  officers  are  notified  so  that 
employees  are  given  the  opportunity  of  having  a chest 
X-ray. 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  water  in  the  public  baths  is  from  the  main 
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supply  provided  by  Hull  Corporation.  Tire  water  is 
filtered,  chlorinated,  and  sampled  regularly  to  ensure 
that  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness,  is  maintained. 
The  bath  was  kept  open  for  the  first  time  during  the 
^Vinter  months,  and  proved  popular  even  during  the 
cold  weather.  The  special  committee  formed  to  raise 
funds  for  new  baths  continnes  its  efforts  and  deserves 
the  maximum  amount  of  support  from  the  townspeople. 

Water  and  Sewerage. 

Water  is  suiDplied  by  Hull  Corporation  and  routine 
sampling  is  carried  out ; the  supply  has  been  satisfactory 
in  all  respects. 

No  substantial  i>rogress  has  been  made  with  the 
])rovision  of  the  new  sewerage  disposal  works.  These 
are  urgently  required  and  each  year  that  passes  only 
adds  to  the  problem. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  two  registered  common  lodging  houses, 
one.  of  which  has  always  been  kept  in  a satisfactory  state 
of  cleanliness.  The  other  house  requires  regular  super- 
vision and  these  visits  have  occasionally  toi  be  followed 
un  by  threats  of  formal  action.  However,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  a considerable  degree  of  improvement  has 
been  achieved  as  a result  of  more  frequent  visiting. 

Factories  Act,  1961. 

The  ]n’escribed  particulars  under  Part  I.  and  Part 
YIII.  of  the  Act  which  are  administered  by  the  Council 
ai'.e  set  out  on  page  12'  of  the  report.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population.  The  Registrar  General  has  estimated 
that  the  population  at  mid-1962  was  16,010,  120  more 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

Births.  The  total  of  266  live  births  registered  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year  was  3 more  than  in  the  previous 
year  and  the  birth-rate  was  16.61  per  1,000  residents  per 
annum,  an  increase  ot  0.0'6.  Of  the  births  148  were 
males  and  118  were  females.  There  were  13  illegitimate 
births,  8 males  and  5 females. 

Still  Births,  Two  still  births,  both  females,  were 
registered  in  1962.  There  were  4 in  the  previous  year. 

Deaths.  There  were  194  deaths,  87  males  and  UT 
females,  and  this  total  is  16  more  than  in  1961.  The 
corrected  death-rate  was  12.0,  an  increase  of  0.91  ])er 

I, 000  residents  per  annum. 

Infant  Mortality.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Specimens  for  pathological 
examination  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  the  West* 
wood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Hull. 

Bacteriological  and  biological  examination  of  milk, 
water  and  ice-cream  were  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Hull. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  conveyance  of  all  cases 
(including  infectious  disease)  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Countj^  Council  as  the  Local  Health  AuthoTity. 

Clinics.  Tuberculosis.  A Clinic  was  held  each 
Thursday  at  tlie  Chest  Clinic,  Westwood  Hospital, 
Beverley. 

Venereal  Disease.  Clinics  were  held  daily  at  the 
Clinic,  Mill  Street,  Hull. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

Child  Welfare  Clinic.  The  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
continued  to  be  held  twice  weekly  in  the  Lord  Roberts 
Road  Clinic,  and  was  well  attended  by  mothers  and 
children  in  the  district.

Water  Supply. 

34  Samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the 
year,  including  6 samples  from  tlie  Swimming  Baths, 
all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Of  the  28  samples  submitted  from  domestic  supplies, 
8 were  unsatisfactory,  but  they  indicate  no  more  than 
a inilid  recurrence  of  the  tro'uble  whidh  was  reported 
last  year,  and  the  matter  was  soon  cleared. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough 
were  visited  49  times  during  the  year. 

One  Common  Lodging  House  continued  to  give 
trouble  and  only  by  constant  visiting  was  a satisfactory 
standard  maintained.

All  6 caravan  sites  continued  to  be  occupied,  but 
the  number  of  vans  stationed  on  the  only  large  site  in 
town  was  reduced  to  3 by  the  end  of  the  year.

The  weekly  kill  has  increased  steadily  through  the 
years  and  the  total  number  of  animals  killed  was  over 
50%  higher  than  the  figure  for  last  year.  A consider- 
able jDro'portion  of  this  meat  has  of  necessity  had  to  be 
inspected  out  of  normal  working  hours  and  this  has 
meant  that  evening  and  weekend  work,  as  well  as  work 
on  holidays,  has  to  be  undertaken  by  the  department  on 
a scale  which  we  have  never  had  before,  in  order  that 
100%  inspection  can  be  maintained.

ICF-CREAM. 

92  samples  ol  ice-cream  and  ice-lollies  were  sub- 
mitted for  analysis  during  the  year.  20  samples  proved 
to  be  unsatisfactory,  all  from  one  purchaser.  The  matter 
was  investigated  fully  over  a long  period  and  a great 
improvement  in  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the 
product  was  effected  before  the  end  of  the  summer 
season . 


MILK  DISTRIBUTION. 

A distribution  source  for  milk  in  the  town  proved  to 
be  unsatisfactory,  10  out  of  15  samples  failing  to  pass 
prescribed  tests  over  a period  of  2 months.  The  matter 
had  finally  to  be  passed  to  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  as  the  Authority  responsible  for  licensing  the 
distribution  source. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

Routine  wo'rk  under  this  Act  was  carried  out 
systematically  during  the  year  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 
Treatments  were  given  to  31  Business  premises,  4 Local 
Authority  premises  and  136  dwelling-houses  in  the  town, 
and  at  all  these  premises  an  estimated  number  of  890 
rats  were  killed. 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  the  various  premises 
for  carrying  out  these  treatments  were  1026,  but  in 
addition  to  this,  further  time  was  spent  in  survey  work 
in  the  town  g^enerally. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  35  premises  were  licensed  to 
store  petroleum  spirit  and  1 to  store  carbide  of  calcium. 
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
